I The Jdrinistration Policy 


Based on the fundanental policy of developing ianchu'mo as an 
independent nation possessing on indivisible relationship with Japan, 
and trith the spirit of co-existence ané co-prosnerity, the Japanese-lianchuric 
Ldninistrating Policy will »e established with the stabilisation ond 
promotion of tho Living of the people, establishing securely the 
bese of Japan's world wido economic expansion and the strengthening 
of Manchu'vo's economic overs os its ains,. 


(1) Aecerdiny to the existonce of resources, the industrial 
situation in existence, an¢ the conditions of the devolopment of 
national economies, adecuate neasurcs suitable for the locality may 
bo adapted, although the ultimate aim is to unify rational Japanese 
Wanelmrian econorics as one orranised body. 


(2) The rofortc.tion of the nov oxisting econor'ical evils rust 
be mde with the advantages of tho nationals of both covntrics as 
its cynotc. 


A systomaticcl econory 0% Japan an¢ Uanchuimo applicable for 
peace tine as well as in cmerrencies muct bo established so as to ve 
adaptable to the international circrmstances.

(4) In ordcr to provide the tcehnicue and Jobour neccessary for 
the dovelop-ont of industry in Vanchuria, c greatest possible nurbo 
of Jaxanese rust be colonizeé under cortain adninistretions. 


(5) Stress rurt de lai up on dovelopiig resources for *hich both 
countrios not’ roly unon forcien supplics as “roll as to strive to 
bocone firm ond oxccllent rar’ots for cach other and to avoid all

wununecessary conflicts concorning export of the sano ‘kind of products 


to the third country anoncst the contomporarics. 


The cornercial rolations of voth countrios tovards noichboring 
countrics especially tovards China rust be ‘yronoted so os to contributo 
to the cormercial union. 


(6) It is novdless to scy “het on actuolising tho present 
policy, cach office mst co-operate and take the Dost measures 
available and embodincnt of the cconoms policy of ianchuluo, 
dovends chiefly on she intornacl guidanes of the econo ic orgeniza- 
tions of Manehulwo.
